Tip of the Week: How is your sleep? 

Do you have trouble falling asleep? Do you feel that you are not getting enough sleep? If falling asleep, 
staying asleep, or sleeping well is a problem for you, here are some tips to help you get better sleep! 




*?. Try to get the nightly sleep you require (7-9 hours) to feel just right the next day. 

2. Go to sleep with a positive attitude; visualize and imagine that you will sleep well. 

3. Eliminate non-sleep activities in bed ( such as reading or doing other work) to 
strengthen association between your bed and sleeping ( unless these activities are part 
of your sleep ritual). 

4. Develop a 30 minute or more sleep ritual before bed time. This is a relaxing activity you 
do every night in the same order at about the same time before you get into bed. A hot 
shower, bath, or relaxing or inspirational reading activity may be helpful. 

5. Avoid naps, except for quick "power" naps no longer than 20 minutes and no later than 
the afternoon. 

6. Go to bed and get up at regular times, even if you're tired in the morning. Don't vary 
your time of going to bed or getting up. 

7. Don't try to make yourself sleep. If you're unable to fall asleep after 20-30 minutes, 
/leave your bed, engage in some relaxing activity, and do not return to bed until you are 

sleepy.

Healthy Eating Tips for the Busy College Student

may be difficult to avoid bad eating habits like skipping meals or frequenting fast food restaurants, 
but eating a healthy diet can help you feel better, cope with stress, and perform better in the 
classroom.
